MacArthur’s unexepectedly weak showing is to 
end any possible chance that ultra-isolationists, 
like McCormick and Hearst, will materially in- 
fluence either the selection of a Republican Presi- 
dential candidate or formulation of the platform. 


Aside from Stassen, the Presidential pros- 
pect most advanced by the Wisconsin pri- 
mary may be Sen. Vandenberg. Gov. Dewey 
has been regarded as the one candidate who 
might quickly run away with the nomina- 
tion. Hence his signal setback increases the 
chance for a prolonged convention deadlock, 
and in that event Vandenberg has been wide- 
ly touted as the most likely dark horse 
nominee. 


Stassen has praised Vandenberg so persist- 
ently in his speeches as to cause speculation to 
the effect that his real hope was a Vandenberg- 
Stassen ticket.

In Russia 


I don’t mean to set myself up in the question 
and answer business, but of late a number of 
letters have asked: : 

“How is Russia governed?” 

Below is a try at an answer. 

A government implies people. 

There are many Russians. Historians have divided them as 
follows: the Great Russians, who settled the central portion of that 
part of Russia that lies in Europe; the White Russians, who lived 
in the western area of European Russia, along the former borders 
of Poland and the Baltic countries, now absorbed by the Soviets; 
and the Little Russians, or Ukranians. The word Ukraine itself 


means “border region.” The “White Russians” have been called that | 
for centuries because of a white costume once generally worn in | 


their region. The phrase does not refer to the later political designa- 
tion of “White Russian” as opposed to “Red” Russian. 

» There are many other peoples in Russia, Baltic Germans, Finns, 
the many Asiatic peoples from the Arctic on down to the Caspian 
Sea and Turkestan—Kalmuks, Kirghis, Samovyeds, Tartars, Esto- 


nians, Persjans, Uzbeks, Letts, Lithuanians—these, and still others, | 


make up the population.

More than 1,000 representatives, all approved in advance | 


by the Party, are “elected” to this council. They have no opposition. 
This council consists of two chambers. Neither means anything. 
The council is “represented” between the sessions which are called 


to approve action already taken, by the important “Presidium” of | 


37 members. 
Above them are the “Commissars,” and the Secret Police. They 
work in every village and city, in every place of employment. 


Since all “Government” members must be approved by 
the Party, the real seat of power is the Communist Party 
“Politbureau.” (Political bureau.) 


been appointed by Stalin. 
The Politbureau has no published rules. Its meetings are secret 


and the people are not often informed of what takes place. Its | 


published “resolutions” are greatly feared. 

All government policy—all of it—is determined secretly by the 
Politbureau. Once a decision has been reached no citizen is allowed 
to criticize it. No judge, court, newspaper or radio—al] owned by 


the Government anyhow—may express anything but enthusiastic | 


approval. There is no appeal from its decisions. 

We hear often about the “Communist” or “Party” line. 

It is not a fixed policy. It is rather a set of flexible formulas 
which nmray be applied to any situation. 

Our Government is that of a two-party system, highly competi- 
tive and with complete freedom of expression. The Russian system 
is a one-party dictatorship which controls even what sort of music 
shall be written, and does not tolerate any political opposition at all. 
Itc jails and its work camps contain at least 3 to 5,000,000 prisoners. 


In 30 years it has failed to give its people a comparable standard | 
of living. It is superior only to the extreme wretchedness of the | 


Asiatics and the Middle East,

How the ‘Highball’ 
Was Christened 


One of the snappier smal] publications which 


comes to this desk is “Table Topics,” publish- 

ed six times a year by Bellows & Company, im- 
porters and purveyors of fine wines, brandies, whiskies, etc. Of 
East 52nd Street, New York. 


In the most recent issue there are some fascinating details as | 


to the manner in which certain well known mixed drinks got their 
well known names. 

F’rinstance,-the Highball. 

The authority cited for this explanation is an R. C. Magill, 
Manager of the Racquet Club of St. Louis. 

Avers Mr. Magill that the Highball originated at the University 
Club in St. Louis. There the younger members, around 1888, 


‘favored a drink concocted in an 8-oz. glass, consisting of 1 oz. of 


bourbon and club soda as desired. In each glass was also placed 
an ice “ball.” The drink was usually called a “Ball.” Many 
members, however, wanted a bigger drink and they would tell 
the bartender, “Make it a High Ball.” 

Later, the St. Louis club, which had stone spheres on either 
side of its encrance, occupied new quarters which had a private 
lane connecting with a thoroughfare where street cars ran. For 
a long time street car conductors at that stop, called “St. Louis 
Club.” But some forgotten gagster among them started calling it 
“Highball Alley.”

lobbyist who spent most of his time in St. Louis, and at the St. 
Louis Club, when he wasn’t in Washington. Popular drinks in 
those days—about 1890—were “gin and bitters” and “gin and 
seltzer.”

Thus was born the Gin Rickey, named for its creator.

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Don't Underestimate Harold Stassen 


WASHINGTON—The Wisconsin primary .is usually a reliable crystal ball in a Presidential elec- 
tion year. What happens there can make or break political careers, as it has. 

The Wisconsin test this week definitely blasted the Presidential chances of one contender for the 
Republican nomination, Gen. Douglas MacArthur, just as it did those of the late Wendell Willkie four 


years ago when he was trying a comeback. 


It badly tarnished another candidate, up to now regarded 


as the leader, Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, of New York, who got his start nationally in a Wisconsin pri- 
mary eight years ago and clinched his first-ballot nomination four years ago by a smashing victory 
in Wisconsin, followed a few days later by another in the Nebraska primary. 


And, last of all, om the positive side, the 
Wisconsin primary this year invigorated tremen- 
dously the candidacy of Harold Stassen, repre- 
senting the younger and more progressive wing 
of the party. 

But, almost as important as these rather de- 
cisive personal politica] results, is the clue to the 
mood of voters this critical year, for Wisconsin 
is a representative State that may perhaps be 
taken as a fair sample. 


For example, in the elimination of Gen. 
MacArthur, the Wisconsin primary seemed 
te reveal that the public is not so susceptible 
te a glamorous military figure of his sort as 
some had feared, even though the hero of 
the Pacific was built up in an emotional cam- 
paign as a native son—though not born in 
the State—who was due a reward for mili- 
tary services. This was, all in all, the most 
encouraging and heartening thing about the 
Wisconsin primary. It was a refreshing note 
ef sanity. 


The Stassen victory also indicated an incli- 
nation among voters to newer, fresher, franker 
figures in public life who have a broad out- 
look upon the world. Despite his youth, Gov. 
Dewey has become slightly shopworn, and is 
identified with the more purely -political type of 
which the public obviously has grown weary. 
This he exemplified in his caution and his stand- 
offishness as contrasted with the frank discussion 
of issues by Mr. Stassen in his continuous cam- 
paign for nearly two years, in which he has 
shown himself to voters all over the country. 

Gov. Dewey's very poor showing in Wiscon- 
sin was admittedly a serious blow to his can- 
didacy, particularly in view of his two previous 
overwhelming triumphs in that State. While he 
cannet be read out, as can Gen. MacArthur—for 
he may recoup to some extent in next week’s 
Nebraska primary—nevertheless he suffered one 
of those psychological reverses which this politi- 
cal observer is ready to accept as the begin- 
ning of a downward trend from which he will 
not recover. 

The Governor has hitherto been the “champ”

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among Republican vote-getters. Now he has been 
“got at,” in common parlance. He has shown 
vulnerability in this role, and in an area, the 
Middle West, where he previously has run so 
well. It was his popularity there, added to New 
York with its big convention and electoral vote, 
that made him so formidable a candidate. His 
Wisconsin failure will offer an excuse for de- 
sertion by some regular politicians, never too 
friendly, who stuck with him because he was 
the front-runner. 


Harold Stassen was running on his home 
ground, so to speak, in a neighboring State. 
Had he run badly, he would have been 
counted out. But his surprising victory, and 
against two such highly-touted rivals, gives 
him enhanced prestige and might well be the 
beginning of one of those bursts in the 
stretch that would make him more of a 
contender than he heretofore has appeared. 


His chances have been rated low chiefly be- 
cause of the hostility of the Old Guard GOP 
leadership, and the latter element had hardened 
its heart even more against a young, progres- 
sive type of candidate since the disintegration 
of the Democratic Party which makes a Repub- 
lican victory now look sure and easy. He might 
possibly break through if he could become a 
sort of “people’s candidate” among Republican 
contenders 


At any rate, he has established a claim for 


the Vice Presidential nomination. His victory 
has increased talk of a Vandenberg-Stassen ticket. 
Sen. Vandenberg, of Michigan, is now rated the 
most likely compromise candidate in the event 
of a Taft-Dewey deadlock. The Taft camp was 
encouraged by the poor Dewey showing in Wis- 
consin, since Gov. Dewey is regarded as the Sen- 
ator’s chief rival at the convention. 

Any hard-and-fast calculations about the nom- 
ination, however, must await further primaries, 
beginning with that next week in Nebraska, the 
“free-for-all,” in which all the candidates are

To Test U. S. 


Atom Defense 


WASHINGTON, Apri! 8—(UP) 
The Army announced Thursday 
that explosive tests. using TNT 
charges up to 320,000 pounds will 
be started June 1 to determine the 
type of underground defenses the 
U. S: needs to withstand atom-age 
bombing. 

Lt. Gen. R. A. Wheeler, Chief 
of Engineers, said the tests will 
“establish design criteria for fu- 
ture structures and tunnels able 
to resist enemy bomb:ng ... the 
type of underground facilities 
able to withstand modern bombs 
and guided missiles.” 

Wheeier emphasized that no 
atom bombs wil?’be used in the 
tests which will be conducted in 
Central Utah and Western Colo. 
rado. 

The initial tests will be made 
at Dugway proving grounds near 
Salt Lake City, Utah. Subsequent 
tests will take place there and 
near Castle Dale, Utah, and Grand 
'Junction, Col. 
| Wheeler said the tests are aimed 
“primarily” at determining re- 
| quirements for “vital military in- 
stallatiors” but will be “of value 
in establishing protection criteria 
for underground industrial plants 
should they be required at some 
future date.” He added: 

“If the necessity for such facili- 
ties should ever arise, the Engi- 
neers will then be prepared to 
supply them, having obtained ... 
such basic data as how deep the 
tunnels should be and the design 
of underground structures best 
suited for protection.”
